1 . Claims 1,4, 6-24 and 28-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A device for 
storing of at least one of a solid, a liquid or a gaseous object, the device comprising: an 
electrical data memory including at least one memory cell having electronic 
components, wherein the memory cell is assigned to the compartment and the 
compartment triggers an electrically readable signal and having a mechanically 
changeable relationship with the object; and wherein the compartment forms an integral 
part of the electronic components of the memory cell in the manner claimed, is not 
sufficiently taught or suggested in the prior art. 

Moreover, the prior art indicates that this particular device is novel and has not 
been published or patented by other entities.
